Tony—over the yea rs—ha s cra w led out from undernea th 
noma 27 ca rs a nd he's spent a few da ys in hospita ls a s souvenirs of 
his cra ck-ups. He once spent 30 da ys in the Du Quoin, 111. hospita l in 
19 48 when he forgot to tighten a ca rburetor plug a nd his m idget ca ught 
fire.

Ra cing is a business for Bettenha usen a nd like a ny su ccess­ 
ful businessm a n, he lea ves nothing to cha nce or luck. Certa inly, there 
a re “ brea ks” to contend with a long the w a y—every profession ha s 
them , but out-a nd-out luck pla ys no pa rt in toda y’s a utom obile ra cing. 
WHAT’S IN THE FU T U R E for Bettenha usen? R a cing, of course, 
a s long a s his set of conditions w ill perm it—his reflexes, his eyesight, 
a nd his hea lth. And a fter he retires from the tra ck, Bettenha usen 
ha s no pla ns of giving up his first love. He w a nts to sta y in the ga m e 
in a n officia l ca pa city for the rest of his life.
